PELLAGRA 


Laura Bottoms, of .Perryville, is 
the first Person Stricken in 
Boyle County and the 
Second in Kentucky. 


Perryville, Kv., July 14.-After a 
careful examinatiou attending physi¬ 
cians announced yesterday afternoon 
that Laora Bottoms, colored, of this 
city, is afflicted with pellagra, a disease 
of comparatively recent origin, which 
became more or less prevalent in the 
southern States. This is the second case 
to have developed in Kentucky, the oth¬ 
er having resulted in the death of a la- 
dv at Nicholasville last fail. 

Photographs were taken of the pa¬ 
tient this mornisg and they will be sent 
to the medical journals to be used in 
scientific study of the disease, which 
has puzzled the medical specialists of 
the nation. The disease, which is not 
considered infectious, is said to be caus¬ 
ed by the eating of foods made from 
musty com products. Scales develop 
on the body of the patient and the re¬ 
sults aresfmilar in some respects to lep¬ 
rosy. Dr. H. M Pittman. Dr. D. M. 
Godby and Dr. W. O. Hopper, the three 
Perryville physicians, have examined 
the patient and pronounce her to be a 
victim of the dreaded disease. She is 
35 years of age and has been in feebla 
health for more than a year. The symp¬ 
toms of pellagra are developing rapidly 
and the patient is gradually growing 
worse. It is 'probable that physicians 
from surrounding towns will take ad¬ 
vantage of the case to study the disease 
as hut few physicians have had an op¬ 
portunity of making a personal study 
of the malady.-Danville Advocate.

Pellagra, which has given so much 
alarm in Urn United Slate*, m a great 

scourge in Southeastern Europe and • 
senoua disorder in the West Indies, 
Egypt and elsewhere. Among its first 
symptoms is usually a kind of “sun- 
bum" ot face, chest aud hands. This 
is followed by skin rash, catarrh of sto¬ 
mach and intestines, feverishness, las¬ 
situde and weakness, and as the trouble 
recurs in spring and autumn, year after 
year, the weakness increases and often 
leads to lunacy and death. 

The disease ha* been generally attri¬ 
buted to eating damaged Indian corn. 
Believing it to be infectious, Ur. J. J. 
Wolfe, of Durham, N. C., has been late¬ 
ly seeking its organism in pellagrous 
blood and has obtained some spherical 
bacteria, without certain evidence that 
they are the cause of the disease. Hs 
has found a similar organism in a cul¬ 
ture from damaged Indian corn. 

On the other hand. Dr. S. W. Sambos 

British investigator, has long doubted 
the acceoted theory, and in a recent 
visit to Italy with a pellagra investiga¬ 
tion committee, he convinced himself 
definitely that Indian com is not a causa 
of pellagra. 

The evidence tended to show that tha 
disease is due to a parasite conveyed by 
the simulium replans, a kind of “sand 
flly,” breeding on stones along tbs 
streams of pellagrous countries.

Central and Eastern counties wer* 
held in the grasp of one of the worst 
thunderstorms in the history of the 
State for a time Saturday, and as a re¬ 
sult of the terriffic wind and deluge of 
rain, hundreds of thousands of dollars 
worth of property is a total loss. 

Crops were practically ruined in a 
great many places am 4 so violent was 
the flood that tbe ground will be useless 
for planting again this year. 

The small streams in the sections that 
received the brunt of the storm were 
swollen far beyond their normal pro¬ 
portions, and in several cases houses 
and barns were carried from their foun¬ 
dations. No lives were lost, but it will 
be a long time before the farmers re¬ 
cover from the damage done in a few 
hours by the deluge. 

The damage is estimated at 3500.000, 
principally in wheat, corn and tobacco.

"We believe that the educational 
value of school processes and practices' 
should be paramount to every other 
consideration. We are therefore op¬ 
posed to all efforts which would aim 
to establish a system of State Uni¬ 
formity In the selection of text-hooks, 
because we believe that such a sys¬ 
tem would be a hindrance to the pres¬ 
ent progress of our schools."

He knows every word In 
the English language adapted to his 
trade and does not have to stutter 
when spelling most any word called 
for. He writes a good hand and can 
print the capital and small letters of 
the alphabet almost as well as a grad¬ 
uate sign painter.

KENTUCKY'S DEFICIT GROWS. 

Increase in 1910 Revenues Will Help 
Pay Indebtedness. 

Frankfort, Ky.—The receipts of the 
state for the fiscal year ending June 
SO, 1910, show a decrease of $181,000 
over the fiscal year ending June 30, 
1909. The receipts as totaled in the 
office of State Treasurer Farley for 
1909 were $6,838,680.09, while for 1910 
the receipts iVere $6,657,598.63. 

The expenditures for 1910 were 
$7,439,777.76, which Is $977,006.34 more 
money spent during this year than was 
received. The deficit last year was 
only $194..806.21, so that the present 
administration appears to' be getting 
further into debt each year. This 
deficit, however, is accounted for by 
the fact that the legislature met this 
year and appropriations were made In 
large amounts. It coat about $1,500 
a day to run the legislature. 

It was generally believed that ttytre 
would be more money collected this 
year than last. There will be an In¬ 
crease In revenue, howevef. this year 
of nearly $600,000 over last year, and 
the large debt now against the state 
will be partly liquidated. | 

DEPENDS ON OPINION. 

Attorney General Aeked to Decide 
Ownership of Land. 

Frankfort. Ky.—Atty. Gen. Breathitt 
has been asked by Mrs. Shirley Shack¬ 
leford, of New York, to give his opin¬ 
ion as to whether a land patent grant 
ed by the governor of Virginia, and 
which by mistake never was filed for 
registration In Kentucky, may be filed 
now in the land office. 

Mrs. Shackleford claims that she Is 
an heir to the Alexander’ Walcott 
estate, among whose assets was a pat¬ 
ent for 152.090 acres of land In East¬ 
ern Kentucky, uuder which lies mil¬ 
lions of tons of coal. This land lies 
In Letcher and the adjoining counties. 

The court of appeals has decided 
that the land may have been squatted 
on, but that the Virginia land grants 
bold good. 


CROPS E BEHIND 

j Excessive Rains and Drouths 
Reported at Frankfort, 


Much Wheat Remains to Be Harvest 
j ed- Corn Outlook Is Somewhat 
Discouraging. 

Frankfort.—While most of the coun¬ 
ties in the state have had too much 
ixin during June, there are some sec¬ 
tions of Kentucky where no rain has 
fallen since the latter part of May and 
the crops suffered for lack of moist- 
ut-e. But most of the state has had 
more rain than is needed and the 
crops have suffered greatly, being 
backward, according to the crop re¬ 
port for the month of June, as pre¬ 
pared by M. C. Rankin, commissioner 
of agriculture. Tne report shows that 
for this season of the year all crops 
are behind. The following Is the re¬ 
port:

Controlled Newspapers. 

The Atchison Olobe says that no ad¬ 
vertises has ever tried to control Its ed¬ 
itorial policy, the remark being occa¬ 
sioned by the charge often made nowa* 
days, that the big advertisers direct 
the editorial policy of newspapers. 

The experience of the Globa is the 
experience of most newspapers. The 
merchant who does a great deal of ad¬ 
vertising Is more Interested In the cir¬ 
culation department of a newspaper 
than In the editorial department If a 
dally paper goes to the home# of the 
people, and Is read by them, he Is satis¬ 
fied, and It may chase after any theory 
or fad, for all he cares. He has troubles 
of his own, and he Isn't trying to shoul¬ 
der those of the editorial brethren. 

There are newspapers controlled by, 
people outside pf the editorial rooms, 
and a good many of them, more’s the 
pity; but the people exercising that 
control are not the business men who 
pay their money for advertising space. 
The newspapers which are established 
for political purposes are often con¬ 
trolled by chronic offlceeeekers, whose 
first concern Is their own interests. 
There are newspapers controlled by, 
greet corporations, and the voice of 
such newspapers is always raised In 
protest against any genuine reform. 

The average western newspaper usu¬ 
ally Is controlled by 1U owner, and he 
Is supposed to be In duty bound to make 
all sorts of sacrifices at all sorts of 
times; there are people who consider 
It hla duty to insult his advertisers. 
Just to show that he la free and Inde¬ 
pendent If he shows a decent respect 
for hla patrons, who pay him their 
money, and make It possible for him to 
carry on the business, he la “subsi¬ 
dized” or “controlled." The newspaper 
owner is a business man, like the dry 
goods man or the grocer. The mer¬ 
chants are expected to have considera¬ 
tion for their customers, and they are 
not supposed to be subsidized by the 
man who spends five dollars with 
them, but the publisher la expected to 
demonstrate his courage by showing 
that he Is ungrateful for the patron¬ 
age of his friends. It Is a funny com¬ 
bination when you think It over.— 
Emporia Gazette.

Ky., July 18.—The ques-I 
tion as to what should be done with the 
old State House building and grounds is 
still unsettled. 

| The Frankfort Business Men’s Club 
has decided to take the initiative in a 
movement to ascertain what the major¬ 
ity of ths people of the State think 
ought to be done with the buildings and 
grounds. 

They want every citizen of the State 
who will take the trouble to do so! to 
vote on the matter and Bend hia vote to 
the Business Men's Club, with the un¬ 
derstanding that the total vote on each 
proposed disposition of the property 
shall be submitted to the next Legisla¬ 
ture with the request that the Legisla¬ 
ture pass a law in accordance with the 
wishes of the majority as expressed by 
the vote. 

The first suggestion, made some two 
or three years ago, was to convert the 
buildings into a historical museum, to- 
be in charge of the State Historical So¬ 
ciety. The second was to donate it for 
a law school or a normal and the third 
waB to donate it to the city of Frank¬ 
fort to be used as a public park.

When the tide Is high the chain Is 
stretched serosa some convenient 
place, supported by natives in their 
paoimoe or simply wading where 
the shsllowm-ss will permit. The co- 
coauut seine Is then submerged uud 
slowly forced shoreward, tbe prickly 
points driving the fish before them. 
When tbe point Is reached where tbe 
chain can rest upon the bottom and 
still protrude slightly from llie water 
tbe natives after securing the ends to 
the pencil retire and wait for the tide 
to recede, leaving tbe fish high aud 
dry. 

It Is often found that large fish are 
driven and caught in this manner 
but since they are capable of Jnmplng 
tbe barrier .they are dispatched with 
sjieara at ohee The catches of tlsh 
thus made are sometimes enormous 
and often number thousands.-Loo An¬ 
geles Times.
